kept clear. 


Tlio Wmtlirr Outlook. 


Yachtsmen found bright skies overhead 


and a piping breeze coming in from the 
southwest xvlien they took their first 
weather observation today. It was cer- 
tainly Defender weather that was fur- 
nished for what was to be the third of 
the international races. The decision of 
the regatta's committee last night sustain- 
ing Mr. Iselin's protest and awarding Tues- 
day's race to Defender left her only one 
more race to win to make America's cup 
safe for another year at least. That, the 
gallant Yankee boat promised to do today 
under the early morning weather condi- 
tions. 


Leaving for the Race. 


Defender left Bay Ridge in tow of her 


tug at 7.45, and Valkyrie at 8 o'clock 
bound out for the starting point. It was 
too rough to remessure Valkyrie from 
wbose-hoid-two tons of load.hod-bcea-re- 
moved and whose water line had been 
somewhat shortened, and as a result the 
time allowance remained 
as before, 


twenty-nine .seconds in favor of Defender. 
There was a rattling breeze as the yachts 
passed down the Narrows.

Trying for Position. 


At 10 o'clock a haze and fog had risen 


that obscured the scene. A rattling wind, 
blowing at cigteen miles an hour was on, 
and in this the boats began manoeuvering 
for position, and jockeying for the start. 
During it all Valkyrie acted peculiarly 
and the associate press despatch at eleven 
o'clock says: "The start has undoubtedly 
been delayed and it seems probable that 
there is some trouble aboard Valkyrie, as 
otherwise it would have made sail before. 


The Start. 


At 11.10 the preparatory gun was flred 


and both boats made for the starting line. 
Defender succeeded in crossing first at 
11.20.24, and 91 seconds before Valkyrie. 
Away they stretched for the outward spin 
amidst cheering and whistling and boom- 
ing of guns. 


Valkyrie Turns About./ 


Ssarcely had the start been made when 


Valkyrie hoisted her protest flag and 
headed back for the judge's boat. It 
seemed that a pilot boat had gotten in her 
way, and as Valkyrie had so often com- 
plained of the sightseers previous to the 
race, she tlete; mined not to sail under 
anything less, than tho fairest conditions. 
The Defender set her spinnaker and 
started over the course alone followed by 
only a few of tie sight-seeing fleet. 


Scetniiisiy Without cause. 


A despatch frem Seabright, N. J., at 10

BOSTON TRAIN WKECK. 


Theie Might Have Been a Great Loss of 


Life.

PROVIDENCE, R. 1., Sept. 12.—The 


Boston train bound for New London and 
New York, which left Boston at 6.30 
o'clock this morning ran into the rear end 
of a Blackstone train at Smith street bridge 
at S o'clock and did considerable dam- 
age to the Blackstone train. There were 
attached two New England cars in which 
were a number of passengers from Frank- 
lin and way stations. This train stopped 
in answer to signals, when the Boston 
train crashed into its rear, telescoping the 
two New England cars.

The second annual graduating exercises 


of the training school for nurses occurred 
at the hospital yesterday afternoon under 
favorable auspices. The day was very 
warm and soon after noon it looked as 
though it might be showery, bat no rain 
came and the afternoon proved very 
comfortable for any open air assemblage. 


The exercises were held on the grounds 


at the east side of the building, beginning 
shortly after 3 o'clock. A large platform 
had been erected for the occasion and 
this was decorated with golden rod and 
wild flowers. Upon the platform were 
seated Miss Allen, the hospital superin- 
tendent, members of the board of control, 
Rev. 
A. B. Church and Rev. Dr. G. W. 


Brown, the graduating class and the 
musicians. 


Dr. H. Bushnell presided. The exer- 


cises opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. 
Brown, followed with a selection by a 
string orchestra composed of Warren 
Sanford, Miss Helen Cha%e, Hobart Putr 
nam and Edward Chase, all playing 
violins. 
The superintendent then ren- 


dered her report. 


8u|>criiitemlcnt'd Report. 


Miss Allen began by saving the school 


had had a quiet and uneventful year. 
Since the first commencement, in 1894, 
there had beeu little chaiige in the plan 
of work. During the year the number of 
patients had been greater than usual, and 
even with an increased number of pupils 
the school had been unable to answer all 
calls received from families. More room 
is needed for the pupils and Miss Allen 
thinks a separate building should be 
erected for them. They tax their strength 
severely and should have an opportunity 
to obtain perfect rest. During the year 
there were 140 calls for nurses and not 
over half of them could be responded to. 
Miss Allen spoke feelingly of a member 
of the class who died a year ago of 
typhoid fever, and of another who had to 
drop out on account of ill health. Two 
having been thus removed only four were 
left to graduate. She also spoke appre- 
ciatingly of what the physicians had done 
for the school. In addition to their gen- 
eral work they had delivered lectures as 
follows: Fifteen lectures on " Materia 
Medica," by Dr. Hobble; thirteen on 
" Medical Diseases," by Dr. M. M. Brown; 
seven on " Anatomy," Dr. Bushnell j six 
on "TheEye and Ear," by Dr. Wright; 
four on "General Surgery, by Dr. Rice; 
three on "Homoeopath". Its Uses and Its 
"Methods," by Dr. Putnam; two on " Diges- 
tion," by Dr. Stafford; one on "Urinary 
Analysis," by Dr. Dewey. Miss Allen 
also spoke of an addition to the medical 
library by a fiiend, of other donations 
from different sources and of other mat- 
ters of interest in connection with the 
school. Her report was heard with inter- 
est and showed that a very profitable 
year's work had been done by the school. 


Ilr. WrislK's Address. 


Dr. C. W. Wright spoke for the regular 


staff and delivered a very appropriate and 
interesting address. He alluded with feel- 
ing to the fact that the ranks of the board

•,vJio r.ai'j •lins.ii'r. liisi.'education and were 
efrowj to tjnr.T upoa their life work that 
they •hoiilJ ir.ob iorwsrd to the doing of 
yeod lather than to large financial re- 
turns. They should aspire to high ideals 
and must couple tact with talent in order 
to succeed. Their path will not be all 
loses, but peiseveranoe will win. Idle- 
ness is no longer honorable or genteel. To 
work is the duty of all, and tbe work 
chosen by these young women was a most 
important one. They must have courage 
and learn how to properly apply their 
knowledge. A trained nuise is now as 
necessary in many cafes as a physician, 
and capable nurses will not lack employ- 
ment. These diplomas show, said Dr. 
Wright, what you have done here, but it 
remains for you to show what the harvest 
shall be. The speaker charged the grad- 
uates to remember the teachings of their 
alma mater ;md to strive to honor her in 
the noble work they hadfitted themselves 
to perform. 


A selection was rendered by the Melo- 


die club and then came an address by Rev. 
A. B. Church, who spoke in place of A. C. 
Houghton, the latter having Been unex- 
pectedly called out of town. 


Mr. Church's Itcmarks. 


Mr. Church spoke in highly apprecia- 


tive terms of the training school and its 
work. He said such an institution as the 
hospital, carrying on its merciful work 
day by day with such quietness, gentle- 
ness and tenderness as characterize it, 
was enough to make one glad to live in 
this nineteenth century and in North Ad- 
ams. Such work well illustrates the no- 
ble part of humanity. The hospital is 
doing a great work and it is not a mere 
experiment station, but an educational 
institution for this community. Mr. 
Church told the graduates that they must 
study the laws of nature and operate 
with them in healing the sick. He said 
he believed irMhe religion of natural law, 
which he thought would become popular 
in the future. In the future the doctor and 
nurse will not be called upon to patch up 
broken down constitutions and live on 
the ignorance of the people, but their 
business will be to educate the people 
and teach them how to keep well Mr. 
Church did not think much of a religion 
that would lead a man to ask God's bles- 
sing on his food and then fill up with 
what he knew would make him sick. 
The people need to be educated in regard 
to matters of health and the trained 
nurses should do their part toward fur- 
nishing this education. 
They should 


teach the people how to cook and how to 
eat, things that most of us do not now 
know. The speaker bade the graduates 
god-speed, charged them to do their best 
in the noble profession they have adopted 
and assured them that if they did the 
community would take good care of 
them. 


• The string orchestra rendered another 
selection and then Mrs. M. H. Williams, 
president of the board of control, made 
an address, and conferred the diplomas. 


Mrs. Williams Address. 


Mrs. Williams assured the class that 


they would leave the hospital with the 
best wishes and sincere respect of the 
members of the board of control. There 
is, she said, continued reference now-a- 
day's to the " new woman," and much 
rejoicing because of the new opportunities 
coming to women, and some fear also, 
lest the new conditions shall make un 
womanly women. However, the most 
thoughtful people are in sympathy with 
the advanced education, which is new 
only in that it is broader and more prac- 
tical, opening up to women new fields of 
usefulness. 
The average "sweet girl 


graduate " is far better fitted for the duties 
of life than was the average girl graduate 
of twenty years ago. Charged with high 
purpose and moral enthusiasm, they are 
coming in large numbers from school and 
college ready to enter the professions or 
some useful field of activity. These are 
the new women of whom you are one type, 
and of all the young women of this pro- 
gressive age it seems to me that the edu- 
cated, trained and refined nurse fills one 
of the most important places in our mod- 
ern civilization. 


That you stand here ready to take your 


diplomas shows that you possess in a good 
degree those qualities which we call 
character. 
You have shown sufficient 


intelligence for your work, patience and 
fidelity in the discharge of your duties 
and much plucky endurance in over- 
coming the difficulties and discourage- 
ment that beset every one who learns 
this profession. Youare now to go out as 
witnesses of what this school has done 
for you and to make your own individual 
mark in the work. 
Whatever discipline 


the school has maintained in exacting a 
strict service from you will be invaluable 
to you now, for if you are to succeed in 
your independent life the virtues of devo- 
tion guided by intelligence, and power 
combined with gentleness, must become 
eo engrained as to be the natural expres- 
sions of your character. 


When a student graduates from college 


it is considered great good fortune if a 
sphere of action is already open to him or 
her. You go from here knowing your 
work is waiting for you, but for such a 
delicate and difficult mission as yours you 
cannot suppose your two years of train- 
ing is sufficient. It has furnished you the 
light to start upon your path, but yon 
will need to keep-your lamps trimmed 
and burning; with the oil of knowledge 
for further light; with the oil of stead- 
fastness to principle and with the oil of 
faith for that inward support your spirits 
will need to keep alive your enthusiasm. 


After the delivery of the diplomas an- 


other selection was rendered by the 
Melodic club and the exercises closed. 
There was a good attendance, though the 
audience was composed largely of ladies. 
Camp chairs were provided and all were 
made very comfortable during the exer- 
cises.

A rather remarkable case was reported 


yesterday afternoon in 
which Mind 


Header Seymour prominently figured. It 
was the recovery at the old Phillips farm 
near the west portal of Hoosac tunnel of 
some harness and material missed from 
the barn of Charles K. Gould of 44 Frank- 
lin street by the aid of Mr. Seymour's 
clairvoyant powers. The story as told by 
Mr. Gould and Mr. Seymour is as fol- 
lows:

Seymour could see a man continually and 
carefully making his way, something like 
what Charles Brown, who is blind, does 
and whose premises the mind reader must 
have seen. The whole route to the old 
Phillips place was just as accurately de- 
scribed. At that place, in the cellar of 
the houss, Mr. Seymour could see some of 
the missing property down under some- 
thing. In the barn where there were 
horses he could see the rest. 
The house 


and barn were accurately described. The 
house gave the impression that it was nol 
painted and the barn's details were enu- 
merated. 


The descriptions were so accurate that 


Mr. Gould had a search warrant issued 
and an efficer dispatched to search the i 
place. There was no error in Mr. Ssy- 
mour's prediction. 
The cushion was 


found under a potato bin in the cellar of 
the house and the remainder of the mis- 
sing propel ty was found in the barn, hid- 
den away. Mr. Hall was not at home 
when the property was found and so no 
explanation of how it gof. to be where it 
was could then be obtained. 


A warrant has been issued for the arrest 


of George Hall on whose premises the 
goods were found. Mr. Hall is not where 
the police can find him, and Mrs. Hall is 
making an attempt to smooth over'mat- 
ters. Threats have been made on the 
mind reader's life.

TEMPERANCE DEF1NEU. 


moderation In All Useful and Total Ab- 


stinence In All Harmful Things. 


In a recent lecture in St Louis, Colo- 


nel George W. Bain, the temperance 
speaker, said it was far from his purpose 
to assert tbat every man who drinks is a 
drunkard. But the fact could not be de- 
nied that every drinker has within him- 
self the potentiality of a drunkard. \Ve 
need but to contrast moderation and to- 
tal abstinence in their ultimate effects 
to see how vastly they differ. 
Modera- 


tion may lead to drunkenness; total ab- 
stinence never can. 
If every drunkard 


were to die tomorrow, the ranks of 
drunkenness would in time be refilled 
from those of the moderate drinkers; 
from the ranks of the total abstainers 
they could never be recruited. 
Even 


granting that drink is a blessing to a 
few, the fact remains that it is a curse 
to many and a risk to all Colonel Bain 
said that if asked for a definition of 
temperance he .would characterize it as 
moderation in all things useful and 
good and total abstinence in all things 
hurtful and wrong. Total abstinence, he 
said, was the only safe course for the 
young man of today. In every city in 
the country yon can find men exclaiming 
in all the anguish of their tortured 
souls, "Drink has been my cnrse." The 
man is yet to bs found who will say 
that his life was wrecked through total 
abstinence. 


But men will claim that they can stop 


drinking whenever they wish. 
A man 


closes his hand. 
He can open it jvhen- 


ever he wishes. 
He keeps it closed for 


a whole year, and, behold, when he tries 
to open it he finds that the muscles and 
tendons of that hand are useless, and it 
remains closed forever. So it is with the 
will of the moderate drinker—he keeps 
it in check until it is paralyzed, and 
when the time for the great struggle 
comes he wavers for a moment on the 
border line and then sinks forever into 
the ranks of drunkenness. The conse- 
quences of drink are visited not only on 
the drunkard, but npon his innocent 
family as well. "Every rose on the bos- 
om of the saloon keeper's wife," said 
Colonel Bain,, "is stolen from the cheek 
of some one else's wife. 
Every ray of 


sunshine on the saloonkeeper's carpet is 
stolen from some once happy home." 


Hough on Lord Ku&sell* 


An amusing story is told anent Lord 


Wriothesly Russell, canon of Windsor, 
who became an abstainer late in life 
In giving the reason for his conversion 
to teetotal ideas before a recent meeting 
he assigned as the cause for his change 
ihat "for 40 years as a parish clergy- 
man he had been trying to cure drunk- 
ards by getting them to indulge in mod- 
eration, but had never once succeeded." 
His amazement may be imagined when 
the nest day he read in the newspaper 
that he himself had been trying "for 40 
years to drink in moderation, but had 
never once succeeded!"

There 
are many who believe that it is the sedi- 
ment from the reservoir that makes the 
havoc, but Dr. W. W. Hard of Zylrnite, 
in conversation with the TRANSCRIPT 
reporter, gave a simple idea of which very 
few have thought. He said that in these 
pipes, which had not perhaps been empty 
for years, the water—no matter how pure 
it may be—had'left a coating which re- 
mained as long as the pipes were lull, but 
as soon as the pipes were emptied and the 
water came on agiin with full force the 
pipes received nothing more nor less than 
a thorough rinsing, and this coating made 
up of disease, carried "into oui" chinking 
water.

Tlie I.lcennlnE ot Vice by State 


Will Be Dlscnssed— Dr. Parkhurst will 
Be There— Oct. 13 to Be Observed as 
"Purity Snnclay." 


The first national congress of tlie 


American Purity alliance will be held 
in Baltimore Oct. 14, 15 and 16. Aaron 
M. Powell, president of the alliance, 
has issued ah invitation to the members 
of the various organizations in sympa- 
thy with the movement to attend the 
congress, which will be held in tho 
Park Avenue Friends' Meeting rfouse. 


"The congress," said Mr. Powell, "is 


held because the time seems to have ar- 
rived when more caj&fnl, thoughtful 
and intelligent consideration should be 
given to the important problems in- 
volved in the purity movement. In New 
York an incorporated organizatiou.creat- 
ed for the • purpose, prepared a bill for 
introduction in tho legislature to license 
and legalize vice in certain districts of 
the city. A kindred unsuccessful at- 
tempt to license vice in Boston was 
made in the ^Massachusetts legislature. 
The Missouri legislature passed an" act 
delegating to the police and municipal 
authorities of St. Louis and other cities 
of that state the power to designate the 
districts in which nouses of ill repute 
should be permitted to exist legally. 
This measure, however, was vetoed by 
the governor. 


"From these pregnant indications of 


the civilization of today the National 
Purity alliance deemed it wise to hold 
a congress and take such action as seems 
to be demanded by right thinking peo- 
ple. The maintenance of au equal stand- 
ard of morality for both men and wom- 
en is the keynote of the call, while the 
urgent need for the restriction of the 
evilly disposed of both sexes will be 
one of the features of the discussions. 


'All social purity organizations. V? hi te 


Cross, Moral Education, Woman's Tem- 
perance unions, churches and religious 
bodies are asked to send five or more 
representatives to the meeting, and to 
forward as soon as may be the names 
and addresses of such delegates to Mrs. 
Naomi Lawton Davis, general secretary, 
Charities building, New York. Sunday, 
Oct. 13, will bo observed as a special 
season of prayer and is to bo known as 
'Purity Sunday.' A number of well 
known ministers of all denominations 
Will occupy the various Baltimore pul- 
pits on that day and will deliver ser- 
mons appropriate to the subject. Cardi- 
nal Gibbons has thrown all his energies 
into the plan. 


"One of the pamphlets sent ont by 


the alliance i's signed by eminent phy- 
sicians. It declares that in view of the 
Widespread suffering fr(*n physic.il dis- 
ease, with deplorable hereditary results 
and moral 
deterioration inseparable 


from unchaste living, the doctors unito 
in declaring it as their opinion that 
chastity, a pure, continent life for both 
sexes, ia consonant with (he best condi- 
tions of physical, mental and moral 
health. 
This sentiment has met with 


tho approval of the medical faculty of 
the University of Norway at Christian- 
in, which body has forwarded a resolu- 
tion commending the action of their 
New York brethren. 


"This will be the first national pur- 


ity congress, and great things are ex- 
pected from it. A paper will be read by 
the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst on 
the work for reform in Now York, tha 
methods employed, the tax on vice in 
Now York and other cities and the mor- 
ality of public .men and officeholders. 


"There will be many other prominent 


men aud women who will speak on 
kindred subjects. " — New York \Vorld. 


TEMPERANCE CONGRESS. 


All Foes of Alcohol Are Invited to Be 


FrcBent at Its Deliberations. 


The fifth international temperance 


congress against "tho abuse of alcoholic 
drink" will be held at Basel, Switzer- 
land, Aug. 20, 21 aud 22. The fourth 
congress met at The Hague in 1893. 
In its circular of invitation addressed to 
members and friends of temperance and 
abstinence societies The Hague standing 
committee invites all who regard alco- 
holism as a sanrce of diseases, miseries 
and primes, and who see it to be their 
duty to oppose the scourge from motives' 
of patriotism aud philanthrophy to take 
part in the coming congress. 


The deliberations of the congress arc 


to be classified in two departments, tha 
first dealing with alcoholism in its 
moral, bygiouic, social and medical re- 
lationships, and the second with the 
means of prevention, suasion aud com- 
pulsion to be made use of in combating 
the enemy. 


Excepting on matters political or re- 


ligious, free discussion will be allowed, 
and the only persons to whom participa- 
tion in the proceedings will be refused 
'are such as arc interested in the produc- 
tion and sale of alcoholic drinks. Each 
member will pay in advance a donation 
of five francs, which will entitle him to 
copies of all official documents, includ- 
ing reports of the papers read. Such pa- 
pers and tho discussion of them may be 
either in French, German, English or 
Italian. The treasurer is M. G. W. Broii- 
uer, Rue do Doruach, Basel.

One-half an ounce of pure 
alcohol taken into the system will para- 
lyze the nerve centers and kill just as 
surely and as quickly as a stroke of 
lightning, and the same poison when 
taken in the form of whisky, beer, wine, 
brandy or other alcoholic beverage is so 
antagonistic to the vitality of the sys- 
tem that its effects cannot be entirely 
eliminated even by total abstinence, 
but will remain in the system, more or 
less, making it less able to resist at- 
tacks of rheumatism, diphtheria, pneu- 
monia or other dangerous diseases.— 
Demorest's Magazine.

WOES OF THE WEAVERS 


Fall River Manufacturers 
Refuse 


Their Request For an Increase. 


Employes Will Consider Re- 


fusal of Employers. 


Doubt Expressed by Labor Leaders as to 


Probability of Strike. 


FALL RiVEB, Mass., Sept. 13. — The 


meeting held by the manufacturers yester- 
day was attended by about one half the 
members of the association, but it did not 
remain in session more than 13 minutes. 
The sentiment was unanimously against 
granting anv advance, and there was no 
discussion of any kind. 


After the weavers' letter had been read, 


in which an increase of 10 per cent was 
asked, a vote was called for. It was de- 
cided, without a single dissenting voice, 
not to advance, then to appoint a com- 
mittee of four to draw up a letter explain- 
ing to the weavers why the sought-for in- 
crease would not be made. 
This committee consists of Secretary 


Cyrus C. Rousenvillc, 
Shrove mills; 


Joseph Healy, Osborne mills; Simoon B. 
Chase, King Philip mills; Joseph A. 
Baker, Chase mills. 
These gentlemen 


held a meeting immediately after the ad- 
journment of the association meeting, 
and discussed what would bo the best 
form of a letter to send to the operatives. 


In substance the letter will say that the 


manufacturers cannot afford to increase 
wages at tho present time, because the 
margin for a profitable business is not 
large enough to warrant their doing so. 
Cotton has advanced rapidly to S>£ cents, 
and this sharp advance has not been any 
more than equalized by the advance in 
prices for cloth. 


Secretary Not Disturbed. 


It will make it clear that the profits of 


the past months came wholly from specu- 
lative buying when cotton was cheap. All 
mills did not follow this policy; those 
that did not have been buying cotton Cor 
some time at the advanced quotations. It 
concedes that prospects for a steady fall 
trade now seem fair, but to advance 
wages because of prospective business 
would not only be impolitic, but might 
be followed by reductions and serious 
troubles later. 


The weavers will hold a general meeting 


tonight, and it is thought the letter will 
reach Secretary Wlutehead before that 
time. Secretary Whitehead was not much 
disturbed when he heard the news of the 
refusal to advance, probably because it 
had been foreshadowed pretty accurately 
for some days. He could not tell what 
the action of the weavers would be. They 
urged their demands wheu the market 
conditions were about the same as they 
are today, and it was cot likely they would 
flinch or go back on it. 


Tonight's meeting, he said, would take 


some action toward getting the sentiment 
of the weavers on the strike questiou, and 
it is quite certain the result will be known 
before a week. He promised to have more 
to say %vlien ho learned what reason the 
manufacturers had for refusing. Two col- 
lectors of the union gave their opinion to- 
night that there would be no strike. 


The action of the state board of arbitra- 


tion and conciliation iu the matter of the 
linen mill strike was made public yester- 
day. The board sent Secretary Howard 
the following: ''Since we saw you this 
noon the board has had an interview with 
John S. Brayton and Philip D. Borden, 
and, being desirous of effecting a settle- 
ment, if possible, we deem it our duty to 
inform you we are fully assured that if the 
spinners will return to the mill of the 
American Linen company Monday next, 
everything will be done by the manage- 
ment to make the spinning as good as it 
can ba made for the workmen and tho 
conditions as favorable as possible for 
earning good wages." 


long Strike Predicted. 


After Mr. Wolcott had written this 


document, Mr. Barry s.ud that Mr. Bor- 
den looked it over, crossed out the words 
"resume work" aud inserted "apply for 
work" The men would not agree to tho 
proposition with this change, as they con- 
sidered there was no need !or it. They all 
left work together autl they all intended 
to return together, if they did return. 


It was stated at th e meeting of spinners 


yesterday that the material in the mill is 
so bad that the overseer aud two lesser of- 
ficials, engaged in running some of the 
mules were unable to do so until they 
had taken the tooth out of the drag, put 
in a tooth of heavier yarn and taken the 
weights off the fallcr.

Turn Out Thirty Thousand Strong In 


Louisville's Grand Parade, 


The New England Contingent 


Make a Good Showing. 


Henry Wattersen Makes a Patriotic Address of 


Welcome to the Heroes. 


LotrisviLLB, Sept. 12.—For ths second 


time in the history of the country a Union 
army has invaded Dixie. Thirty odd years 
ago the boys in blue, with blood in their 
eyes and war in their hearts, came here 
and returned with recollections of carniv*e 
and sorrow. 


Men o£ southern birth and sentiment 


vied with their brethren from the north in 
their demonstrations of greeting, and 
white-haired women who, SO years ago, 
heard of the approach of the bluecoats with 
fear and apprehension, pelted them wilh 
flowers. It was a gigantic and sincere 
tribute to tho sentiment that was heard of 
the procession, and which was worn on 
badges innumerable—"one flag, ono coun- 
try." 


Many who were viewing tlfo parade fell 


from heat prostration, and the hospitals 
wero well tilled last night. The parade 
was over four hours in passing a given 
point, and the boys wero marching over 
five hoars. 


Four members of the Louisvi.le legion 


were instantly killed by the explosion of 
ammunition in the caisson of the gun 
which was being driven to Phoenix hill 
for service in connection with the parade. 


Wa4ter»on'» Patriotism. 


The veterans and their friends to the 


number of 4000 attended the grand camp- 
fire at Music hall last night. Like all 
other buildings in Louisville the hall was 
elaborately decorated, and every one was 
bubbling over with patriotism and en- 
thusiasm. 
An elaborate program had 


been prepared, and it was carried out to 
the delight and entertainment of all 
present. 


The campflre opened with "Marching 


Through Georgia," played by a military 
baud. Heury Watterson, editor of tha 
Louisville Courier-Journal, then made 
the welcome address m behalf of the citi- 
zens' committee. He spoke, in part, as fol- 
lows: 


"Comrades—for under the star-flowered 


flag of the Union all who -truly love it are 
comrades—in the name of the city and 
state I bid you the heartiest welcome. 


HBSKT WATTE BSON. 


"I have been in every state and territory 


of the Union and can truly say that I 
never came away from any one of them ' 
where I have not found something to j 
make me proud of my country. All that 
I do contend for is that you will flud here 
more kinds of good things and more of 
them than youjwill find anywhere else on 
the face of the,globe. 


"Let the dea'd past bury its dead. You 


at least have no reason to complain. You 
got away with as many of us as we got 
away with you;.- The brave men who have ' 
gone to heaven have long ago settled the I 
account before that court where all is 
made right, th&t so puzzles us here. God 
reigns and the government at Washing- 
ton lives. That should satisfy us all. If 
there is any more fighting to be done, let's 
go and lick England and take Canada; 
let's go arid lick Spain and take Cuba; 
let's go and lick creation and make the 
unspeakable Turk vote the American 
ticket. Wo can do it. Shoulder to shoul- 
der, with the world before us, and Old 
Glory above, who shall stop us?"

About 
two square miles of land have been cov- 
veied. The upper Gomml pass, down 
which the mass of snow was hurled, is 
partially bloukaded. Three hundred head 
of cattle wero lost in the accident. 


Acted In Self-Defense. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—The United 
States consul at Hatannas reports that 
Charles Henry May, an American travel- 
ing in Cuba, was tried on Aug. 28 for kill- 
ing a negro on Nov. 28, 1894, and ac- 
quitted. It was shown at the trial that 
the killing was in self-defense. 


Charged Wilh Kbtricide. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—The grand jury 


handed down an indictment of murder in 
tho first degrea against Mrs. Mary A. 
Fleming for having, on Aug. 3, admin- 
istered poison to her mother, Mrs. E. M. 
Bliss, which resulted in tho latter's death. 


Change to Be Made In Name and Regalias. 
CLEVELAND, Sept. 12.—Yesterday's ses- 


sion of the Ancient Order of Foresters of 
America was largely devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the proposed changes in the 
regalias of officers and members. Some 
radical changes were adopted in this di- 
rection. The supreme court took final 
action on the question of changing the 
name of the order, and it now stands the 
Order of Foresters of America. The word 
"Ancient" was dropped because the or- 
ganization is American and America is not 
ancient. While a vote has not been taken 
on the place for holding the next biennial 
convention, the members generally con- 
cede that Denver will be selected, 


Navy to Be Increased. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. — Chief Con- 


structor Hichboru of the navy department 
has mailed circulars to contractors giving 
tho characteristics of the two large battle- 
ships authorized by the last naval appro- 
priation bill, in order to afford thorn an 
opportunity to prepare their own plans 
when bids are called for.

or on those submitted by bidders, but in 
the latter case they will be expectedUo 
conform to general characteristics. 
It is 


contemplated in the department's design 
to drive the vessels by two twin screws. 


Salvadoreans Will Be Lenient 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—A diplomatic 


representative of one of the Central 
American republics says that the republic 
of Salvador will probably not execute 
•Bustamente, tho lieutenant of Ezeta, who 
was surrendered by the Nicaraguau gov- 
ernment after being taken from au Amer- 
ican steamer. He has no doubt Busta- 
ir^nte will be imprisoned for crimes 
with which he is charged, but in view of 
the position taken by tho United States in 
the extradition cases of tho Ezeta fol- 
lowers, it is probable that Salvador will 
not proceed to extreme measures.
